College have with great care, pains 
and industry, revised, corrected and reformed a Book 
by them formerly published, intituled, Pharmaco- 
qoia Collegii Hegalis Medicorum Londinensis, pre- 
seribing and directing the manner of preparing all 
sorts of Medieines therein contained, together with 
the true weights and measures by which they ought 
to be made; which book is now perfected and ready 
to be published, and it is conceived will contribute to 
the publie good of His Majesty's Subjects, by pre- 
venting all deceits, differences and uncertainties in 
making or compounding of Medieies, if, for the

future, the manner and form prescribed therein 
should be practised by Apothecaries and others, in 
their compositions of Medicines; the Memorialist 
therefore most humbly prays that His Majesty will 
be most graciously pleased to enforce the Observance 
thereof in such manner as to His Majesty shall seem 
meet; His Majesty this day took the same Memorial 
into His Royal Consideration, and being desirous to 
provide, in all Cases, for the Common Good of His 
People, and being persuaded that the establishing the 
general use of the said Book may tend to the pre- 
vention of such Deceits in the making and com- 
pounding Medicines wherein the Lives and Health 
of His Majesty's Subjects are so highly concerned, 
hath therefore thought fit, by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council, hereby to notify to all Apothe- 
carles and others concerned, to the intent they may 
not pretend Ignoranee thereof, that the said Book 
 ealled. PPAarmacopoa | Collegii | Regalis | Medicorum 
Londinensis, 18 perfected and ready to be published ; 
And His Majesty doth therefore strictly require, 
charge, and Command all and singular Apothecaries 
and others, whose Business it is to compound Me- 
dieines or Distil Oils or Waters, or make other 
Extraets within any part of His Majesty's King- 
dom of Great Britain called England, Dominion of 
Wales or 'Town of Berwick-upon-T'weed, that they 
and every of them immediately after the said PAar- 
macopceia, Collegii Regalis. Medicorum | Londiünensis 
shall be printed and published, do not compound or 
make any Medieine or Medieinal Receipt or Pre- 
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seription or distil any Oil or Waters, or make other 
Extraets that are or shall be in the said PAarmaco- 
pea Collegii Regalis Medicorum Londinensis men- 
tioned or named, in any other manner or form than 
is or shall be directed, prescribed and set down by 
the said Book, and according to the Weights and 
Measures that are or shall be therein limited, ex- 
cept it shall be by the special direction or pre- 
seription of some learned Physician in that behalf ; 
And His Majesty doth hereby declare that the 
Offenders to the contrary shall not only incur His 
Majesty's just Displeasure, but be proceeded against 
for such their Contempt and Offences according to 
the utmost severity of Law.
